Preface  to  the  Report.

To  The  Mayor  & Members  of  the 
Haverfordwest  Borough  Council, 


Mr  Mayor  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report 
upon  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  Public,  within  the 
Borough,  for  the  year  1955. 

The  population  of  tae  Borough  has 
increased  gradually,  but  steadily,  over  the  past  8 years:  from 
7,156  in  1947  "to  7,900  in  1955.  The  majority  of  tne  increase 
has  taken  place  since  1952, 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  showed  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year,  wnilst  the  Rate  is  considerably 
lower  than  the  immediate  Post  War  years,  it  is  steadily  rising 
and  is  well  in  advance  of  the  National  Rate, 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  was  exceptionally 
low  for  the  year,  and  the  Illegitimate  Rate  was  average.  Birth 
Rates  showed  a great  improvement  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  Death  Rate  created  a low  record  for 
1955,  being  considerably  lower  than  the  National  Rate.  It  is 
the  lowest  Annual  Rate  recorded  since  1947,  und  probably  the 
lowest  ever. 

Only  one  Infant  Death  gave  an  exceedingly 
low  Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

Cancer  mortality  is  about  on  a par  with 

National  statistics. 


There  was  a noticeable  reduction  in  the 
number  of  violent  deaths  over  the  preceding  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  presented  no  unusal 
incidence  during  the  year.  In  the  body  of  the  Report,  it  will  be 
seen  that  only  1 case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in  Wales  during 
1955.  Also  in  the  Section  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases 
reference  is  made  to  the  new  Immunisation  procedure  against 
Poliomyelitis, 

The  number  of  fresh  dases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  increased  over  the  preceding  year.  The  number, 
however,  is  not  unduly  high.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  were 
from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  For  3 out  of  the  past  4 years, 
the  mortality,  in  tae  Borough,  from  this  disease,  has  been  nil.  In 
the  appropriate  Section  of  the  Report,  reference  is  made  to 
B.C.G.  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis, 

Part  III  of  the  Report  reflects  the 
routine  work  of  the  Sanitary  and  other  Departments  of  tne  Council, 
Milk  & Water  supplies  continue  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  regard 
to  quantity  and  quality.  The  new  service  reservoir  at  Portfield 
Date  will  overcome  many  of  the  water  problems  of  the  past. 

The  de-centralisation  of  slaughtering 
has  resulted  in  some  reduction  in  the  work  at  tae  Borough  Abattoir. 
The  volume  of  work,  however,  is  still  considerable  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  Section  on  meat  inspection. 

The  Post-War  Housing  shortage  has  largely 
been  met.  There  will  still  be  a need,  however,  for  a planned 
Housing  programme  on  a small  scale,  with  particular  reference  to 
housing  for  elderly  people.  The  opportunity  exists,  also,  for 
clearing  the  old  and  unsightly  a rears  in  tae  Boro\igh. 
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ThB  outstanding  problem  of  unsatisfactory  household 
refuse  containers  remains  unsolved.  We  are  also  awaiting 
the  change  over  to  a new  disposal  point  for  refuse. 

There  are  no  other  major  problems  of  hygiene  and 
sanitation  in  the  Borough, 

I wish  to  stress  the  valuable  work,  mostly  routine, 
of  the  Sanitary  Department,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr, D. B, Evans , 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  This,  of  course,  does  not 
detract  from  the  essential  services  provided  by  other 
Departments  of  the  Council, 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council, 
and  the  Officers,  for  their  continued  courtesy  and 
co-operation  during  the  year.

The  bi-annual  wave  of  Measles  infection  is  shown  by  the 
increase  of  notifications  in  tne  odd  years. 

The  effect  of  immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  available 
over  the  last  years  is  not  apparent. 

With  modern  anti-biotics  neither  disease  reached  the  degree 
of  severity  of  former  years. 

Sonne  Dysentry 

This  disease  has  been  m&re  widespread  within  the  last  year 
or  so,  it  is  of  a mild  nature,  and  probably  many  mild  cases  are 
never  very  ill  and  not  nrotified, 

Tne  control  of  the  disease  is  essentially  a problem  of 
personal  hygiene. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Modern  anti-biotics  have  apparently  strangled  Scarlet  F^er 
at  birth. 

Enteric  Fever. 

The  attention  paid  to  high  bacteriological  standards  of  water 
& milk  supplies  (routine  sampling  etc),  has  practically  eliminated 
the  danger  of  explosive  epidemics  of  Typhoid  & Para-Typhoid  Fevers. 

Diphtheria. 

The  Borough  nas  been  free  of  Diphtheria  since 
Undoubtedly  the  National  Immunisation  campaign,  commenced  in 
9 has  contributed  largely  to  this  result.  But  some  authorities 
state  tnat  in  addition  there  has  been  a natural  remission  of  tne 
Disease,  Also  it  is  vunerable  to  anti-biotics.

Sources  of  Supply 

1.  Prescelly,  The  Prescelly  fathering  grounds  and  Impounding 
Reservoir  (capacity  160,000,000  gallons)  are  situated  in  North 
East  Pembrokeshire.  As  a constituent  member  of  the  Prescelly 
Water  Board,  the  Borough  has  an  allocation  from  this  source. 

The  present  allocation  is  350,600  gallons  per  day.  This  water 

is  a typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and  somewhat  acid. 

It  is  relatively  free  from  pollution,  and  passes  through  a 
modern  filtratiyn  and  chlorination  plant  before  entering  the  trunk 
main.  The  chemical  and  bacteriological  conditiun  of  the  water  is 
controlled,  at  source,  by  routine  sampling  (organised  by  the 
Engineer  of  the  Prescelly  Water  Board). 

2.  Crow  hill.  Well,  This  is  a shallow  well  on  the  Western  Bank 
of  the"  Western  Cleddau,  situated  approximately  one  mile  from  the 
Borough.  The  supply  is  fluctuating,  but  on  the  average  150,000 
gallons  per  day  are  provided  from  this  source. 

Service  & Storage  Reservoirs  The  present  storage  capacity 
amounts  to  approximately  1 day’s  supply.  Luring  December  1955, 
however,  work  commenced  on  a new  storgae  & service  reservoir 
at  Portfield  Gate,  This,  when  completed,  will  augment  s^turage 
by  over  400,000  gallons.  It  will  also  overcome  certain  service 
dif  fdicult  ies.

Mineral  Water 

There  are  two  establishments  in  tne  Borough  producing 
Mineral  Waters.  Routine  rinsings  are  taken  from  the  bottles 
and  subjected  to  general  bacteriological  examination.  The 
standard  of  bottle  cleansing  has  tended  to  be  low,  but  with 
constant  supervision  and  sampling,  there  has  been  an  improvement. 

A large  number  of  retail  premises  sell  mineral  waters, some 
produced  locally,  and  others  produced  outside  the  District. 

5 bottles  of  mineral  waters  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
subjected  to  general  bacteriological  examination.  All  proved  to 
be  satisfactory. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  7 bakehouses  in  the  Borough.  All  are  subjected 
to  periodical  inspection.  One  of  these  was  treated,  during  the 
year,  for  major  infestation  of  cockroaches. 


Sausage  & Prepared  Food  Pr emises. 

There  are  7 of  these  premises  in  the  Borough.  All  are 
subjected  to  periodical  inspection.

Refuse  Disposal 

Tne  collection  of  refuse  is  satisfactory,  but  the 
household  storage,  and  the  disposal,  is  still  unsatisfactory.  The 
attention  of  the  Council  has  been  drawn  to  these  matters  several 
times. 

Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal. 

The  majority  of  sewage  and  waste  from  the  Borough 
is  dischaged,  untreated,  into  the  river  Cleddau  as  it  passes  through 
tne  town.  The  potential  danger  to  health  has  been  stressed  for 
many  years.  The  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  river  requires  to 
be  transferred  further  downstream,  or  partially  treated  before 
discharge,  or  both. 

The  Joint  Disposal  Scheme  at  Merlins  Bridge,  with 
the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council,  is  now  in  operation,  and 
covers  the  Dale  Road  Area  of  the  Borough.  The  Cpuncil’s  consulting 
Engineers  are  preparing  a report  on  problems  relating  to  sewage 
disposal  from  the  remainder  of  the  town  and  the  completion  of  this 
scheme  would  provide  for  practically  100^^  coverage  in  the  Borough,
